It having 
first been made appear that the said Lodges had that no- 
tice to appear by delegation, &c. as is prescribed as the 
standing rule and usage of this Grand Lodge ; and they 
failing or refusing so to appear. 

This Grand Lodge now proceeded to the election of its

And the said Grand Officers were severally installed in 
due form, according to the ancient land marks of Masonry,, 

The most worshipful Grand Mar ter elect, did then by 
virtue of his office, appoint Robert Williams of the city 
of Raleigh, Attorney at Law, Deputy Grand Master*

Colonel Jesse A. Pearson, Grand Junior Deacon* 

The Reverend Doctor Hailing, Grand Chaplain. 

The Honourable Samuel Lowrie, one of the Judges o£ 
the Supreme Court of this state, Grand Pursuivant. 

The Honourable Joshua G. Wright, one of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court of this state, Grand Marshal. 

Resolved, That the third Monday of January, A. L» 
5810, A, D, 1810, be recommended to the Grand Lodg- 
es of America, as a convenient time for the assemblage 
of a Grand Convention of Masons in the City of Wash- 
ington, tor the put pose of constituting a superintending 
Grand Lodge of America with corrective powers overall 
the Grand Lodges and that the Grand Secretary give 
information immediately by circular letters for that pur- 
pose. 

The committee to whom was referred the exammatioa 
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of the Accounts of the present and former Treasurers, 
Report — That they find a balance of cash remaining in 
the hands of the present Treasurer on the first day of 
December, instant, of five hundred and twenty pounds, 
nineteen shillings. That there is a balance of £ 83 17 3 : 
eighty three pounds, seventeen shillings and three penee, 
stated against brother Richard Freear a former Treasur" 
er of this Grand Lodge, which they find to be incorrect* 
because they discover on the Books of this Grand L®dge 
a resolution of December, A. D* 1798, remitting to him 
the sum of £ 55 : fifty five pounds — that sum being sto- 
len from him of the funds of this Grand Lodge. Brother 
Freear is therefore entitled to a credit for this last 
mentioned sum, which will leave a balance against him 
as due this Lodge, of £ 28 17 3: twenty eight pounds* 
seventeen shillings and three pence — And that the present 
Treasurer be requested to call on him for that sum. — 
Which is submitted, See. 

This Grand Lodge taking the foregoing Report into 
consideration — Resolved, That they do concur therewith. 

Resolved unanimously , That the thanks of this Grand 
Lodge be presented to our mrgt worshipful brother, the 
honourable John Kali, late Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of North- Carolina and Tennessee ; for his able, 
faithful and meritorious seavices in the discharge of his 
duties of that important station — For his care and atten- 
tion to the interest of the Craft generally, and to this 
Grand Lodge in particular. 

Resolved unanimously. That the thanks of this Grand 
Lodge be presented to our brother Gen. Montfort Stokes, 
for the ability and impartiality with which he has perform- 
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ed the duties of Deputy Grand Master of Masons, 
Resolved unanimously, That the thanks of this Grand 
Lodge be presented to our worthy brother, Robert Wil- 
liams, late Grand Secretary ; for his long, able and impar- 
tial discharge of the duties of his said office.

Ordered , That Brothers Robert Williams, George Lee 
Davidson, William Boyko and Gen. Montfort Stokes, 
be appointed a committee to enquire what compensation 
ought to be made to the Grand Secretary for his services 
in future. 

Resolved , That the Secretary of this Grand Lodge be 
allowed four dollars as a fee for every dispensation grant- 
ed by this Grand Lodge ; and that no sum hereafter shall 
be paid to the use of the Grand Lodge for issuing such 
dispensations, except as above, notwithstanding an order 
for that purpose having heretofore been made, which last 
order is hereby annulled. 

Resolved, That the Certificates or Diplomas to be 
granted by this Grand Lodge, agreeable to a Resolution 
heretofore entered into for that purpose, shall be formed 
by the Committee appointed for that purpose in the En- 
glish, French and Latin languages. That they be print- 
ed or stamped on parchment, with a space or spaces for 

each person to whom they are given to write his name so 
as to prevent impositions, &c. 

This Grand Lodge was then adjourned, sine die .
